“The atreets are not tha ideal place
for play. The highways were Iintended
for traffio a‘l not for public recreation.
It we cioss the streets for this purpose
we, may be dolng conplderable harm (o
the playgrounds mnn‘wnl. becnuse the
parants of the ¢itys may become satiafied
with such accommaodations,

*Oif course, in New York the problem
ia a different one. The majority of
shools there have no yarda at all, The
entire olty ls swo bullt that even the
roofs must be used as play places; but
in  Philpndelphia, where the space In
svallable, If only the necessury leginla-
tion s obtuined, such k radical move g
dhe ‘roping oft' of sireets would be without
mod cause.””

The dincery, Miss Sybil Muitland, Miss
Marian Ballin and Miss Lourel Garey, are
students of Mrs, King and have been
trisined by her for months. They will
g0 with her on her trip West this winter,

“Fhysical eduecation finds motlon alons is
inndequate,” sald Mrs. King, '"Seclentific
motlon, musie, and spesch, all are om-
bodled In these dances. The original
dramn, of coucae, wan the ballad dance,
but It was without the accompaniment aof
musle, and descriptive sang, or posm,
Motlon here Is accurately slgnificant of
thought and feeling. The atops and music
synchronize with the song or story, and
blend Into one perfect thuught. This In
the (denl dance.”

The dancera themselves feel no re-
gtraint in thelr art. In their alry grace,
thelr rfoet searce secmed fo touch the
